YOUNG PILOT 
PARACHUTES 
TO SAFETY IN 
40-MILE GALE 


An Army-Air Corps lieutenant, 


who stayed at the controls of an 
Army bomber for 20 minutes after 
serious engine trouble developed on 
a test flight Saturday afternoon, 
succeeded in taking the ship to open 
areas for the inevitable crash—and 
then escaped with his life in a 
parachute jump into a 40-mile gale 
two minutes before the plane was 
smashed to bits in a field midway 
between Emmitsburg and Taney- 
town. 


The big two-motor b o m b e r 


ploughed across a gently sloping 
field, burst into flame and scattered 
itself over an area several hundred 
yards in diameter. One of the motors 
tore free from its fastenings, bound- 
ed over a four-foot wire fence and 
crossed the highway in front of a 
car. 


The wreckage of the plane burst 


into flames and fired dry grass in 
the field. Taneytown firemen brought 
the blaze under control 


Dragged 500 Yards 


The troubles of. First Lieutenant 


Andre Dechaehe, 28, did not enc 


" when he left the .plane in the firsi 


parachute leap he ever made. He 
was buffetted by a strong, wind 
across a ridge where he narrowly 
missed trees'and then was draggec

Companion Bails Oat 


The lieutenant's companion on 


the flight, Captain Andrew Stephen- 
son, of the Signal Corps, had bailed 
out "somewhere between Gettys- 
burg and York." When the am- 
bulance 
crew from 
Middletown 


reached the Eckard farmhouse to 
treat Dechaene and remove him to 
the depot hospital they said Captain 
Stephenson already had been picked 
up and removed to Middletown. 


Lieutenant Dechaene told a Get- 


tysburg Times reporter that he was 
not permitted to tell just what type 
of difficulty had.caused the crash 
but his statement that the captain 
had "bailed out" 20 minutes earlier 
indicated the pilot had considerable 
warning of the crash. 


Headed for Hffls 


Asked if he was trying to land 


the plane when the crash occurred, 
he replied in the negative but ex- 
plained that he was trying to get 
the ship into the hiUs so that it 
could crash in a less populous area 
than that over which the trouble 
developed. Persons at the scene 
speculated that he may have been 
attempting to reach the mountains 
southwest of Emmitsburg. 


That the plane probably en- 


countered motor trouble was indi- 
cated by the account of one of the 
few eye-witnesses of the crash, 
James Shane, 13-year-old boy who 
lives near the N. O. Terpening farm 
where the plane crashed. 


Sounded Like Bomb 


"I heard the motor missing on the 


big plane and I saw several white 
wisps of smoke from one of the 
motors. The plane tried to circle 
and then I saw the pilot jump out. 
The

There was a big flash of fire when 
the gasoline exploded and I saw 
one wheel bounce about 50 feet up 
in the air through the smoke.

Washington, Feb. 23 (AP)—The 


Interior department is launching a 


ing to mobilization of the nation's 
strategic natural resources, Secre- 
tary Ickes announced today. 


It is completing conversion of all 


its bureaus and divisions, he said, 
to the coordinated, functions of a 
federal wartime agency, accelerating 
vital war activities and subordinat- 
ing those of essentially peacetime 
character. 


Ickes' program to supply metals, 


oil, power, fuel, helium, food and 
land, water and timber- essential 
for war covered 52 instinct proposals, 
worked out by the department's war 
resources council under an order of 
December 7, 1941—the day of the 
Pearl harbor attack—declaring that 
the department's "immediate and 
primary function is the full mobil- 
ization of the nation's,.natural je^ 
sources for war." 


In many of its features, the seven- 


phase program with its manifold 
specific recommendations covered 
ground discussed a week ago by 
the secretary in his report to the 
Senate subcommittee studying min- 
eral resources, in which he recom- 
mended . mineral exploratory work 
and power development in 25 states 
and Alaska.

CUTTER IS SUNK; 
WAS TORPEDOED 


Washington. Feb 23 (AP) — 


The Coast Guard Cutter Alex- 
ander Hamilton has been tor- 
pedoed by an enemy submarine 
off Iceland, the Navy announced 
today. 


While being towed into port 


the Navy said, the ship capsized 
and Bad to be sunk by gun fire. 


The Navy said the loss of life 


was "moderate" but gave no 
specific figures. 


The Alexander Hamilton was 


built in 1937 at New York and 
was 327 feet long and of 2,141 
gross tons. 


She had a speed of 2ft knots. 
The Alexander Hamilton was 


the first United States combat- 
ant vessel reported lost in the 
vifinity of Icelnnd since the 
Utaited States declared war. 


The destroyer Reuben James 


was sunk by torpedo action 
about 300 miles off Iceland on 
the night of October 30-31, with 
a loss of 100 lives.

JOSEPH STALIN 
ASKS VICTORY 


OF LIBERATION 


(By the Associated Press) 


Moscow, Feb. 23—Manifesting deep 


confidence to millions of Russians 
Joyfully celebrating the Bed Army's 
24th anniversary, Premier Joseph 
Stalin called today for "complete 
victory" In a "war of liberation" 
against Germany, set larger goals 
for -workers supplying the advancing 
army, and soberly warned the Soviet 
Union that it still faced a tre- 
mendous and hard fight. 


The enemy, Stalin declared in a 


memorable order of the day to the 
Red Army, which was broadcast to 
all the Russias and to the world, 
is not yet beaten and a stern 
truggle is ahead of us." 
But he made this pledge: 


"Throw Enemy Back" 


"We shall throw the enemy from 
he gates of Leningrad and liberate 
White Russia, the Ukraine and the 
Crimea. 


"The Red banner will fly every- 


where it has flown before. . . . I 
•wish you complete victory over the 
German-Fascist invaders. . . . For- 
ward!" 


The Russians—and the world, too 


—had expected that on the 24th 
anniversary of the creation of the 
army which threw back the .Hitlerite 
'orces, widespread liberation of 
Soviet soil from the Germans would 
be announced. But the morning 
lours passed in Moscow •without any- 
.hlng more specific than the mid- 
night communique, which merely 
repeated generalities that the Red 
Army "advanced and took several 
occupied places." 


The mid-day communique, simi- 


:arly, adhered to the customary re- 
port that "our troops continued to 
wage active battle operations" and 
to citations for individual units, such 
as one which "occupied an import- 
ant populated place." 


War Is Shifting 


Stalin, on whose direct order the 


counter-offensive began last fall, 
said the enemy, was defeated .at 
Tikhvin and Rostov, in the Crimea 
and before Moscow; that the Mos- 
cow and Tula areas had been cleared 
of the enemy, and the war would 
be different now that the element 
of surprise which formed "the Ger- 
man reserve stock of power had 
been spent. 


Then he laid down his general 


policy for coming months: 


"New units must be sent to the 


front to forge victory. 


"Industry must work with re- 


doubled -vigor. 


"The Army must receive -every day 


more and more tanks, aircraft, guns, 
machine guns and other arms. 


"Therein lies the strength of the 


Red Army. But the strength of 
the Red Army lies not only in this. 
Above all it lies in the fact it is 
fighting a national war of liberation 
and not an imperialistic war of 
aggression." 


What appeared to be an invitation 


to the German people to overthrow 
Hitler was voiced by the Russian 
leader.

WAR CABINET 


RE-SHUFFLED 


(By The Associated Press) 


London, Feb. 23—The most drastic 


overhauling that Prime Minister 
Churchill "has -given his line-up of 
ministers since becoming Britain's 
war leader in 1940-*-and his second 
big shake-up in four days—still left 
some of his critics unconvinced to- 
day that he really had cleared the 
naQon's political decks lor action. 


Except for surprise and general 


approval caused by selection of Sir 
James Grigg as war minister, the 
first reaction to the broad changes 
was that Churchill merely had re- 
shuffled his cabinet but had not cut 
out the deadwood, although, five 
ministers were dropped. 


New-War Cabinet 


Churchill was expected to find the 


House of Commons, restive over 
Britain's recent setbacks, still in 
critical mood when the war debate 
opens this week.

Churchill previously had trimmed 
from nine to seven members, includ- 
ing newly-appointed Sir Stafford 
Cripps, was unaffected by these 
changes:

GRASPING THE SIGNIFICANT 
There is always something out- 


standing, dominating, significant^- 
and perhaps unique—about every 
scene, incident, or experience in 
life. 
Even in the material world 


there is also something significant 
that, if grasped, stimulates 
the 


mind, and puts fire to the imagina- 
tion. 


All too many miss the significant, 


only because they do not use their 
will to give flame to the forces 
which light up the imagination. 


How important and happy it 


makes us feel the moment we ex- 
perience a highly thrilling event 
that seems to touch every emotional 
chord in our mental and spiritual 
makeup. That kind of an event 
which makes all life significant. 


Every time that someone makes a 


sacrifice for your happiness, 
or 


comfort, something most significant 
takes place in the heart of that 
kindly one—and you. to whom this 
comes as a willing gift, do not fail 
to make your appreciation signifi- 
cant! Otherwise you remain poorer 
than ever. 


In a current magazine I studied 


for some time the exquisite photo- 
graphs of many snowflake designs, 
largely magnified, of course. What 
perfection, what, ingenuity, what a 
rarity of conception! Who thought 
them all out? 
Not man, surely. 


Man has simply imitated' them. 
Did they "just happen?" Perfection 
and beauty do not come about that 
way. 
Those snowflakes were con-

ITEMS NOT DEDUCTIBLE 


Personal, living, or family expenses 


and capital expenditures' are not de- 
ductible items in the . computation 
of the statutory net income, whereas 
all the ordinary and necessary ex- 
penses of carrying on any trade or 
business are deductible.. 


In the event a taxpayer is en- 


gaged to an occupation which re- 
quires the use of equipment, as in 
the cases of Army officers, ball 
players, firemen, aviators, 
nurses 


and surgeons, the cost of such is 
deductible only to the extent (1) 
that it is specifically required and 
(2) that it does not take the place 
of ordinary clothing. Thus, expen- 
ditures for the purchase and clean- 
ing of jockeys' uniforms and base- 
ball uniforms of professional base- 
ball players and the cost of rain- 
coats, boots and helmets of city 
firemen and policemen are allowa- 
ble deductions, while the cost of 
uniforms of Army and Navy officers, 
nurses, railway trainmen, barbers 
and surgeons is a personal expense 
and not deductible. 


Among other nondeductible items 


of expense paid or incurred by tax- 
payers during the taxable year there 
may be mentioned premiums on life

Dr. Francis B. Haas, superintend- 


ent of public instruction, who named 
Dr. Carl D. Morneweck, chief of the 
department's child accounting and 
research, as co-ordtoator for the 
plan said that he had no idea of how 
long teachers' participation to the 
plan would last. 


"We're just waiting for instruc- 


tions to filter down from the federal 
government," Dr. Haas said. "As far 
as I know no mechanics for han- 
dling the rationing books have been 
-planned at all."— 


Transeau said the teachers' help 


was requested for four evenings a 
week as a means of reaching every 
resident of the state as quickly as 
possible, but that boards later would 
-take over. 


The educators have been asked to 


list every elementary school in 
Pennsylvania and to estimate the 
number of ration books necessary 
to supply every resident. 


"There will shortly begin prepa- 


rations for the handling of the is- 
suance-of the first war ration books," 
Transeau told local board chairmen 
in letters. 


"This program will be handled 


mainly by the school system but you 
are instructed to cooperate and, as 
a first step all chairmen will fa- 
miliarize themselves with the school 
setup in their districts." 


'SSxact methods of distributing 


the books will be given later," he 
added, "but to general, the bulk of 
the work will be done at the school 
houses and through the school sys- 
tem.
